TYPHOON IN SHE NORTH. 


From Fusan 1 hear (writes a Nagasaki 
correspondent) that the typhoon on the 
18th and Mth Sopt. has been ‘raising old 
Harry’ thero; two Japanese junks were 
capsized in the inner harbour, and quite a 
number of native craft were wrecked,; 
abont 26 lives are reported as lost, ‘Tho 
gea-wall is more ot leas washed to pieces, 
and a number of trees have been blowao 
down ; sumo other considerable damage has 
been done on shore. In Gensan the 
typhoon did not blow so hard, but there 
wus any amount of raié, and a tremendous 
sea on; the Customs oflicers conld not 
manage to gat at the picrhead to light the 
harbour-light. Nothing particular te roe- 
port from our place. Tho Cape City is still 
aubmerged in the harbour, aud I have not 
heard of any steps taken yet to raise her. 
I beliove an offer to do so has been mado 
for $1,500, but hua not beon accepted yet. 
In the Court of Enquiry held on this 
sad disaster, the Cuptain’s certificate was
